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Hemingford Abbots is a small village in North Hunts 
nearly 3 miles from St. Ives. The country here is well- 
wooded, the fine old trees in many places growing right 
close to the banks of the Ouse, and trailing their branches 
in its waters. .On a fine autumn day, when the waning 
season has left its imprint on the foliage of the trees, the 
views at this point of the river’s course are particularly 
beautiful. 
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
